sired results, the best thing is to 
rem ove the anim als from the pas­ 
ture for a tim e and feed them.

Miraculous Change 
Farmers Encouraged Over 
Possible Crop Harvest 


In the past few weeks we have 
noticed one of the many great 
miracles of our time taking place 
in the Medina Valley Soil Con­ 
servation District. This was the 
rapid change over from dry and 
droughty conditions to optimum 
moisture that seems to have put! 
the spurs to our crops and range- 
and. Fields that were recently 
bare and were practically invis­ 
ible to see because of grayish 
clouds of dust and heavy s o i l 
movement, are now a beautiful 
color of green. 
Farmers 
and 
ranchers are again encouraged 
over a possible crop harvest. 
Our rangeland has also made 
a fast change from bare areas 
to heavy covers of vegetation of; 
all kinds. In many locations over 
the District a drought seems nev­ 
er to have been here; that is, 
if you take a bird’s eye view , 
from a passing car. For those 
A'ho walk, or depend on and till 
the soil for their existence, the 
drought has left many sore spots 
that will take months and years 
to mend. The recent rains that 
accomplished so much in such a 
short time also left many a trail 
of destruction behind. Tons and 
tons of good fertile topsoil went 
down the rapidly made 
rivers; 
from the fast recent rains. Small 
gullies and deep paths of eros­ 
ion make the water’s trail. Much 
of this could have been preven­ 
ted had sound, permanent con 
servation practices been applied 
and kept on the land. 
Some good conservation prac­ 
tices that cost little, but do much 
in improving soil and conserving 
water on our fields are contour 
farming, terracing, 
strip 
crop­ 
ping, cover crops, crop residue, 


s tu b b le 
mulching and 
summer 
! legumes. One of the best prac- ; 
tices for our rangeland is root- j 
plowing and reseeding with na­ 
tive or introduced grasses. De­ 
ferment and rotation grazing a1-1 
so do a good job of improving 
native rangeland. 
Recently, m a n y perman e nt 
conservation practices have been 
applied to our lands in the Dis­ 
trict 
Some of the farmers and 
ranchers in the Medina Valley 
Soil Conservation District t h a t 
have applied these practices are 
as follows; Henry Van Dewalle, 


over 6,000 feet of concrete ditch; 
Arthur WeibLing, 1,650 feet of IO 
inch plastic irrigation 
pipeline, 
used for the purpose of better 
distribution of irrigation water, 
to prevent water loss from seep­ 
age, and to prevent soil eros­ 
ion. 
Albert Bendele is constructing 
a farm pond for better distribu­ 
tion of grazing. This pond is in 
a favorable location so livestock 
will not have to travel too great 
i distance for water.
